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Hospital chiefs looking to save £10.5m over one year

THE trust which runs Walsall 
Manor Hospital is to cut al¬ 
most 50 posts as it plans to 
save £10.5 million this year, it 
has emerged 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust is 
looking to claw back cash through its 
cost-improvement plan for 2015/16. 

As part of its annual plan the equivalent of 
48 roles are expected to be lost, although health 
bosses insist the overall number of staff will in¬ 
crease due to the agreed investment in nurses. 

The trust set a savings target of £13m last 
year but is targeting £10.5m over the next 12 
months. It has not been revealed at this stage 
where posts will be axed. 

It comes as the hospital has been battling to 
bring its finances under control amid rising de¬ 
mand which has led to expenditure on agency 
nurses. This will be cut during £3.5m plans to 
bring in more than 85 new permanent nurses. 

The annual report states: “We are forecast¬ 
ing a reduction in posts of 48.19 whole-time 
equivalent in order to deliver our cost-improve¬ 
ment programme. 

“We are investing in new posts to support the 
safer staffing initiative, our quality agenda and 
activity growth; the net change in the work¬ 
force forecast therefore is an overall increase of 
11.33 for 2015/16. 

Standards 

It adds: “Investment within nursing and 
clinical support worker posts will substantively 
meet the required standards for ward staffing 
especially on medical wards and at night.” 

Overall, the health trust expects to have 
more than 3,950 workers in place by next April. 

Problems have been growing at the Manor 
with increasing demand from patients. The 
Manor has a backlog of patients waiting for 
elective care and it is expected to grow during 
the next 12 months. 

Emergency admissions have risen as the 
hospital struggles to reach the four-hour A&E 
target of 95 per cent. 

It has also found it difficult to hit targets for 
the number of patients transferred to the de¬ 
partment from ambulances in 15 minutes. 

It had been hoped to see nurses recruited 
from Ireland in an attempt to get new staff in 
quicker, but this has not materialised. 

Walsall Healthcare trust’s director of nursing 
Kathryn Halford said: “No nurses in Ireland 
want to come, but there are some in Greece, 
Italy and possibly Spain who have shown inter¬ 
est.” Overseas interviews are set to go ahead in 
May and June.

IT was an eggs-cellent workout at a fitness 
camp in Walsall - with chocolate treats donat¬ 
ed to unwell youngsters. The Reboot Camp 
was offering a free workout in exchange for 
eggs to be given to young hospital patients. 

Participants with the support of friends and 
families helped to collect more than 130 choc¬ 
olate goodies to be taken to children’s wards 
at Walsall Manor and City Hospital. It was 
organised as part of an open event through 
personal trainer Thomas Clifford, who holds 
regular boot camps at the Arboretum. 

The 35 year-old lost seven stone in two 


years, which prompted him to take up a role 
in teaching fitness. Sessions include squats, 
lunges, press-ups to using a tug-of-war rope. 

The former visual communication student 
at University of Birmingham said the idea of 
handing over eggs for a good cause had gone 
down well. Up to 30 people attended on Sat¬ 
urday morning, more than the usual amount 
of near 20 who go for the 45-minute workout. 

Mr Clifford, of Charlotte Street, Chuckery, 
said: “I was a customer at a local boot camp 
and I lost seven stone over two years. I came 
out of it and thought I might as well start one 


myself.” He added everyone had supported 
the delivery of eggs to the hospitals. 

“It was like ‘if you are going to get Easter 
eggs you can, but if you want to remove the 
temptation and make it go to a good cause 
bring it to the event.” The sessions are for 
people aged 16 and above, but for the event 
on Saturday children were able to take part 
in a fun warm up. The workouts usually take 
place on Mondays, Wednesdays and Friday 
at 9.30am and 7pm. There is also one on a 
Saturday from 9.30am.

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Stillborn baby photo will be allowed

THE picture of a stillborn baby will be 
fitted to his gravestone after more than 
1,000 people signed a petition calling for 
cemetery officials to allow it. 

Amy Hopson and Warren Hobbs 
wanted to put a photograph of their son 
Archie on the memorial in Willenhall 
Lawn Cemetery, but were initially told 
by bosses it would not be allowed. 

Walsall Council said the photograph 
of the baby, who was stillborn at New 
Cross Hospital in December 2013, would 
upset visiting mourners. 

Staff said that if an image of the baby 
was added it should be covered up most 


of the time, and suggested that a small 
hinged door be attached so the family 
could see the picture when they visit. 

But after the petition against the de¬ 
cision attracted 1,077 signatures the 
council had a change of heart and sent 
a letter of apology to the couple for the 
distress caused. 

Miss Hopson, aged 26, of Castlebridge 
Gardens, Wednesfield, said the decision 
was a victory for common sense. 

She said: “I had a phone call from 
someone at the council who apologised 
to us, and said that we could proceed. 
Then we had a letter to confirm that we 


were being allowed to install Archie’s 
photo. They initially told us that it 
would upset other mourners, but I said 
other mourners are not going to mourn 
our baby. 

“We’re mourning him, it’s for our 
benefit and he is in the memorial area 
set aside for babies.” 

She said Archie’s photograph looks 
like a baby sleeping and having spoken 
to other parents said no-one else found 
it distressing. Miss Hopson, who has a 
son Joseph, four, and her partner War¬ 
ren, 25, are expecting a baby that is due 
later this year. 


Covert cameras to 
identify fly-tippers 

SECRET spy cameras will be 
used to tackle fly-tipping in Wal¬ 
sall under new plans revealed by 
the council. 

Walsall Council has spent £345,000 
cleaning up rubbish dumped in the 
borough over the last two years and 
bosses now want to spend £4,000 on 
eight devices to covertly record of¬ 
fenders. 

Each will be positioned in dumping 
hotspots around Walsall in the next few 
months and moved around to cope with de¬ 
mand. Some of the council cash will also be 
used to pay for hides, filters, lenses, batter¬ 
ies and for the cameras, which will be dis¬ 
guised to blend in with their surroundings. 

The council currently uses Domehawk 
cameras which are fitted onto lamp posts 
but they are clearly visible. Walsall Coun¬ 
cil leader Sean Coughlan said the new cam¬ 
eras would be much harder to spot. 

He said: “These cameras are new to us. 

We use the Domehawk cameras at the mo¬ 
ment but they can be seen as they are put 
on lamp posts. These new cameras can be 
moved around to different areas, to the hot¬ 
spots where they are needed.” 

The cameras will gather important in¬ 
disputable evidence and help increase 
prosecutions, bosses say. Figures from the 
authority show that items including bags 
of rubbish and commercial waste were 
dumped on more than 5,000 occasions be¬ 
tween 2012 and 2014. 

Hotspots across the borough include 
Goscote Lodge Crescent and Slacky Lane. 

Commercial waste is continuing to be 
dumped in both streets. 

Another site attracting unwanted illegal 
dumping of waste is the site of the former 
Cavalcade pub in Stroud Avenue, Willen¬ 
hall. A report to the North Walsall area 
panel, which met in the week, says it has 
been happening on a weekly basis. 

Walsall Council is having to make cuts 
to the budget of £39million over the next 
year as part of the £85m it needs to save 
over the next four years. Up to 200 jobs 
are being axed, some children’s centres are 
closing and council tax has been increased 
by 1.99 per cent. 

It is hoped money obtained from the 
court fines of any prosecutions made using 
evidence from cameras will help recoup the 
costs of buying and installing them. 


GP retires after 40 years in medicine

A DOCTOR at a surgery in Wal¬ 
sall has hung up his stethoscope 
following a 40-year career in medi¬ 
cine - with not a single sick day to 
his name 

Dr Albert Benjamin, who joined 
Little London Surgery in Caldmore 
in 1992, has helped thousands of 
patients. And he still intends to 
carry out minor surgery at local 
GP practices during his retirement. 

The 64-year-old was born and 
raised in Freetown, Sierra Leone, 
in West Africa, and came to the 


UK in 1969 to study medicine at 
Cambridge University, qualifying 
in 1975. 

He trained as a surgeon and 
began to practise trauma and or¬ 
thopaedic surgery in Edinburgh 
and hospitals in the Midlands. 

The father-of-three then stepped 
into a GP role at the Little London 
Surgery. 

His colleagues and patients have 
showered him with gifts of books, 
chocolates and cards to mark his 
retirement. 


Dr Benjamin, of Solihull, said: 
“It was my childhood ambition to 
become a doctor. 

“I’ve been enormously privileged 
to be a doctor. You learn a lot about 
yourself. You have to provide guid¬ 
ance, support and treatment as 
best you can. I’ve been extremely 
lucky not to have had one sick day 
in my career in the NHS. 

“I will miss the staff and the pa¬ 
tients and I will miss just being a 
part of the life of families in the 
community.” 


Tesco puts 
land next to 
superstore 
up for sale 

TESCO is putting up for sale more than 
two acres of development land next 
to its superstore in Willenhall as part 
of a move expected to raise millions of 
pounds. 

The land next to the Keyway Retail 
Park is one of six Tesco sites around the 
country that the stores giant is aiming 
to sell. 

Another is the former Royal Hospi¬ 
tal site in Wolverhampton, which had 
been lined up for a £65 million super¬ 
store redevelopment until the crisis-hit 
supermarket retailer pulled the plug on 
a string of future developments earlier 
this year. 

The grocer, struggling with falling 
profits and a repercussions of a £263 mil¬ 
lion accounting scandal, has appointed 
property agency Savills to handle the 
sale of the sites. 

Among them is the Monaco House 
Complex in Birmingham and sites in 
Leeds city centre, Burton-on-Trent and 
Doncaster. 

New chief executive Dave Lewis has 
slashed Tesco’s plans for new stores. 

The company will open just 170,000 sq 
ft of shop space this year, which is less 
than a fifth of the area budget rival Aldi 
aims to expand into as part of its own 
growth plans. 

Tesco sees selling off ‘non-core land’ 
like the Wolverhampton site as a way of 
raising much-needed funds at the same 
time as it has pulled 49 development 
plans and announced the closure of 43 
stores nationwide.

Fishing 4 Business, said: “It’s the sec¬ 
ond time that we’ve run this expo and 
it went very well. About 132 delegates 
turned up on the day which was fabu¬ 
lous as far as we’re concerned because it 
gave businesses an opportunity to show 
what they’re doing and to promote their 
goods and services. 

“We will be doing it again.”

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Black hole 
for Manor 
is set out 
as £l7.7m 

WALSALL Manor Hospital is braced 
for a £17.7 million black hole this 
year - as the hospital’s bosses battle 
to bring finances under control. 

The trust which runs the hospital 
has faced increasing pressures which 
has led to a £12.9m deficit over the 
last 12 months. 

But bosses are preparing for a fur¬ 
ther cash crisis during this new finan¬ 
cial year and are already anticipating 
a £17.7m deficit, aided by the backlog 
of problems including an overspend 
on temporary staff. 

This was despite a £200,000 cut in 
spending on bank, agency and locum 
staff from January to February, which 
left a £1.56m bill. 

The position has been revealed as 
part of the annual plan for 2015/16 
and comes as the hospital has been 
under growing demand from patients 
and faced with increasing costs. The 
Manor has a backlog of patients wait¬ 
ing for elective care and it is expected 
to grow during the next 12 months. 

The Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
plan says: “Partly as a result of our 
major operational pressures that re¬ 
quired us to spend more money on 
temporary staff than we had planned, 
our financial position deteriorated 
considerably in the year. 

It adds: “The trust has faced a ‘per¬ 
fect storm’ of problems in 2014/15 
that have left us with major oper¬ 
ational performance and financial 
issues to be addressed in 2015/16.” 
Emergency admissions at the Manor 
have rocketed by more than a quarter 
in the last two years. 

66 new homes on 
way for over 55s 

A TOTAL of 66 new homes are being 
planned in Bloxwich under fresh de¬ 
velopment plans, it has emerged. 

Walsall Housing Group is looking to 
create 33 one-bedroom and another 33 
two-bed apartments for over 55s. 

It forms part of a Wellbeing scheme 
in Carl Street and is subject to ap¬ 
proval the building work could start 
in September. It is anticipated it 
would take two years to complete. 

Regeneration chief, councillor Mo¬ 
hammed Nazir, backed steps to bring 
more homes into the borough. He 
said: “In that area of Walsall, there is 
bigger demand than supply. As long 
as there are new homes built for the 
residents of Walsall I welcome it.”

THE widower of a patient who suf¬ 
fered a brain tumour for over four 
years has raised hundreds of pounds 
for the hospital that treated her.

Jobs secured as metals 
firm gets nod to expand 


A MANUFACTURING firm in Willen- 
hall will expand its base after plans 
poised to safeguard jobs and create 
new roles were approved. 

Croft Architectural Hardware, based 
between Lower Lichfield Street and Mid¬ 
dle Piece Way, manufactures a range 
of brass and bronze door and window 
fittings and has been based in the town 
since it formed in 1972. 

Bosses say in order for the company to grow 
it must expand its manufacturing areas and 
the plans are expected to create nearly a dozen 
jobs over the next few years. 

Permission has been given to build an exten¬ 
sion onto the factory of 2,798sq ft. 

The planning application states: “The com¬ 
pany manufactures a range of brass and bronze 
door and window fittings and is well known 
throughout the trade for the high quality items 
that they produce. 

“To meet the future growth of the company 
it is necessary to expand the manufacturing 
areas. New CNC lathes and a matching centre 
are needed for the future and the new building 
is required to house them. 

Safeguard 

“The extra space and more modern machin¬ 
ery will not only safeguard the jobs of the exist¬ 
ing workforce but will create work for possibly 
up to five extra staff.” 

The scheme includes replacing derelict build¬ 
ings and the extension will be a steel portal 
frame building. The number of parking spaces 
will also increase from 15 to 20, and new dis¬ 
abled and cycle spaces will be made available. 

The company has been located at its present 
site since 1987, having extended the original 
premises to meet growing needs. 

More jobs could be on the way in Willenhall 
as other firms have announced their own ex¬ 
pansion plans in recent months. 

It was recently announced that parcel de¬ 
livery firm Yodel was looking to create more 
HGV parking spaces next to its sorting centre 
on the Willenhall and Darlaston border, with 
a view to creating more jobs. Tailored Care, a 
care company looking after elderly and vulner¬ 
able adults in their homes, recently set up in 
the town and has started recruiting carers and 
office workers. 

Transport firm Aspray24 is also looking to 
increase the size of its head office in Noose 
Lane which could bring new roles.

Ambulance use 
in fall at Manor 

THE number of patients taken by am¬ 
bulance to Walsall Manor Hospital fell 
by more than 300 in a month, latest 
figures have shown. 

There were 2,556 people taken 
to Walsall Manor in January which 
dropped down to 2,214 during Febru¬ 
ary. 

It meant the number of patients 
who waited longer than the 15-min¬ 
ute target to be transferred to hospital 
from ambulance also reduced. 

There were 15 people who waited an 
hour or more compared to 38 in the 
month before. 

Green light for 
teaching block 

PLANS to build a multi-million pound 
teaching block at a Walsall Academy 
have been given the go-ahead. The 
£3.5m, three storey block will create 
21 new classrooms at Joseph Leckie. 

Councillors approved the plans on 
Thursday and construction work will 
now begin at the site on Walstead 
Road, Delves later this month. 

The Government funded revamp 
will replace run down classrooms and 
will be completed in March 2016. The 
school became an academy in 2012. 

Darlaston Town in 
new base proposal

The new business proposal will be 
outlined at the club’s AGM on April 
14 ahead of being considered by the 
Walsall Council’s cabinet on April 29.

Walsall Council’s cab¬ 
inet committee delayed making a de¬ 
cision on selling off Broadway North 
Centre last month. It is expected to be 
on the agenda on April 29.

THE body of missing 84 year-old Sid¬ 
ney Edlin has been found in a canal in 
Walsall. 

The great-great grandfather was discov¬ 
ered in the Wyrley & Essington canal by a 
member of the public. 

Police have confirmed the death of Mr Edlin 
who was last seen at his home in Rowlands Av¬ 
enue, Bentley, last Thursday is not being treated 
as suspicious. 

The grim find was made near Leamore Lane at 
around 10.50am yesterday and officers were called 
to the scene. 

Relatives of the pensioner, who was known in 
Bentley as the ‘man with two dogs’ because he 
was regularly seen walking the pets, have been 
informed. 

They previously revealed how his wife of more 
than 60 years, Lilian, had suffered a fall and bro¬ 
ken hip on the day the former gas fitter went miss¬ 
ing and this had affected him. 

He then told members of staff at his regular 
bookmakers in nearby Queen Elizabeth Avenue 
that they would never see him again prior to his 
disappearance. 

Thoughts 

Inspector Kelly Monaghan, from Walsall Police, 
said: “This is a very sad discovery as we were des¬ 
perately hoping to find Sidney and reunite him 
with his family. Our thoughts go out to all his 
family and friends.” 

West Midlands Police spokesman Brigg Ford 
said: “Police had issued several appeals for sight¬ 
ings of Mr Edlin after he went missing from his 
home in Rowlands Avenue, Bentley. 

“Officers received a call from a member of the 
public in Leamore Lane reporting what they be¬ 
lieved to be a body floating in a nearby stretch of 
the Wyrley & Essington canal. 

“The body has been visually identified as being 
84-year-old Mr Edlin - at this stage his death is 
not being treated as suspicious.” 

His family had launched a desperate plea for his 
safe return home, saying it would be a ‘big chunk’ 
out of their lives if they never saw him again. Mr 
Edlin was described as a quiet man who was loved 
by all including more than 20 grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren. 

He had last been seen walking off in the direc¬ 
tion of Jane Lane School.

Officers in 
pickpocket 
crackdown 
on transport 

PLAIN-CLOTHES police will be 
keeping an eye out for pickpockets on 
the buses, trains and trams over the 
next few weeks. 

Operation PutPocket will see of¬ 
ficers from the Safer Travel Team pa¬ 
trolling the transport network. 

Inspector Lee Gordon said: “It is 
very easy for people to become dis¬ 
tracted and leave their bag open or 
valuables unattended and before they 
know it someone has stolen from 
them. By taking a few simple precau¬ 
tions they can make it too hard for 
the criminals to take the risk and our 
officers will be looking out to help an¬ 
yone they feel is a potential target.”

JEREMY Peace may want up to £200 
million to sell West Bromwich Albion. 

But for just a fraction of that price - 
0.4 per cent to be precise - a prospec¬ 
tive football entrepreneur could own 
their own club in South Staffordshire. 

The site of disbanded Wyrley Rang¬ 
ers Football Club is up for sale and 
new owners are being sought. 

For £800,000 the buyer could land 
themselves two floodlit pitches, a 
100-seater covered stand and even a 
caretaker’s bungalow. Wyrley Rang¬ 
ers disbanded eight years ago but 
the site is still used by owner Nadir 
Imamoglu, a former Turkish profes¬ 
sional footballer. 

It is rented out to teams at the 
weekend and with good road links 
to three motorways, Mr Imamoglu 
thinks the eight-acre site will make an 
attractive proposition. The 67-year- 
old is retiring after being involved 
with the club since 1988. He said: “I 
think it’s time to call it a day. The site 
is a great opportunity for somebody.” 

The club is based in Long Lane, 
Essington and is listed by Skitts Es¬ 
tate Agents for £795,000. 

As well as the pitches and stand, 
the listing includes a function room, 
bars, kitchen, changing rooms and car 
parking. Willenhall Town play there 
on Saturdays and FC Reedswoods 
Ladies on Sundays, with both teams 
renting pitches on a season-by-season 
basis. Mr Imamoglu, who has also 
been a football manager and referee 
during his career, said the site could 
have many uses, including an eques¬ 
trian centre. 


Trees planted as

EIGHTY new trees have been plant¬ 
ed to spruce up a Black Country bor¬ 
ough. They have been put around 
Walsall to enhance the town. 

Jason Simpson, arboricultural sur¬ 
veyor for clean and green at Walsall 
Council, said it would add to the bor¬ 
ough’s environment.

Family man died after 
fracturing skull in fall 


A ‘COMMITTED family man’ suf¬ 
fered a fractured skull and died af¬ 
ter he collapsed in his garden - a 
day before he was to go on holiday 
to celebrate his birthday. 

David Moore fell and struck his dead on 
a footpath at his home, in Somerset Road, 
County Bridge, Willenhall on March 20, 
his 68th birthday. 

Despite the efforts of his wife Ann and para¬ 
medics who were called to the scene, the retired 
Inland Revenue officer died from his injuries. 

The couple, who have a daughter Frances, 
were planning to go on holiday the next day. 

Mrs Moore told the inquest that he had taken 
some home grown carrots into the kitchen and 
was returning to the garden when she heard 
a thud at about 3.45pm. She said she did not 
see him fall. She said: “He decided to spend 
his birthday working in the garden because we 
bought a new greenhouse and we were going 
away on the weekend. 

“Frances heard him moving round in the 
house. He came out of the back door into the 
garden and I heard a thud. I will never forget 
it. It was a beautiful day, the sun was shining, 
we wore T-shirts and there was no moss on the 
footpath, there was nothing to slip over on.” 

Ambulance 

She said she found her husband collapsed 
and lying on his back in the gateway. 

She said: “I slapped his face trying to wake 
him. His arm went rigid. A passer-by who was 
walking his dogs came to help. I did CPR and 
Frances called the ambulance which came mo¬ 
ments later. The paramedic took over and tried 
to resuscitate him.” 

“He was a really committed family man. His 
family meant everything to him. He had retired 
and was enjoying his retirement. He retired in 
March last year when he was 67. He was full 
of life. We were going away the following day. 

“He had been a very healthy man all our 
married life. He used to walk the dogs.” 

The cause of death was given as skull frac¬ 
ture and blunt head injury at the hearing held 
this week at Smethwick Council House. 

Black Country Coroner Mr Zafar Saddique 
said: “On balance of probabilities it may be a 
natural event that caused the fall, but there is 
no direct evidence of that. I am going to con¬ 
clude that death was a natural cause. He may 
have had some form of stroke and fell and hit 
his head.”

Attracted by her good looks and 
slim figure, he made a date for the next 
night and the rest is now part of Hill 
family history. The couple celebrated 
50 years since walking down the aisle at 
Pelsall Church. 

They went on to have two daughters, 
Sarah, now 48, and Emma, 43, who have 
given them four grandchildren and two 


great-grandchildren. Former toolroom 
engineer Mr Hill, who was born in Hed- 
nesford and brought up in Bridgtown, 
revealed there was no negotiation when 
it came to deciding where the couple 
would bring up their family. The newly¬ 
weds had lived briefly in Brownhills but 
after 18 months returned to Brenda’s 
home village of Pelsall, even turning 
down a move to Derby where Geoff had 
been offered a job with Rolls Royce. 

He said: “She wouldn’t live anywhere 
else. We live in Little Common, just 600 
yards from the house in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road where she grew up.” 

He worked at Fowlers and Clarksons 
engineering works.

Thousands take part in 
Sikh Vaisakhi parade 


CENTURIES of tradition were 
marked in a blaze of bright 
orange when members of 
the Sikh community parad¬ 
ed through the streets of the 
Black Country. 

Around 2,000 people dressed in 
orange clothing, sang hymns and 
played instruments as they took 
part in the annual Vaisakhi pro¬ 
cession between Wednesfield and 
Willenhall on Sunday. 

The celebration commemorated the 
anniversary of the initiation of the 
first five members of the brotherhood 
of the Khalsa on April 13, 1699 - one 
of the most significant dates in Sikh 
history - as well as ushering in spring. 

The celebrations began at the 
Guru Nanak Gurdwara in Well Lane, 
Wednesfield, at 10am and finished at 
the Guru Nank Sikh Gurdwara on 
Walsall Road, Willenhall, about three 
miles away, at 1.30pm. 

The march is annually organised by 
members from both temples. Dignitar¬ 
ies at the celebratory event included 
councillor for Wednesfield South Bhu- 
pinder Singh Gakhal. 

As is tradition, a drummer set the 
beat at the front of the procession, fol¬ 
lowed by sword bearers, Khalsa hag 
bearers and an orange-swathed boat 
carrying the Sikh holy book, the Sri 
Guru Granth Sahib. 

Five baptised Sikhs dressed in tradi¬ 
tional dress led the way behind a group 
of sweepers clearing the road for their 
bare feet. Roads were closed along the 
route as people walked through the 
streets or travelled on boats for the 
huge parade. 

The main boat carried the Sikh holy 
book while two other boats contained 
people singing hymns and playing 
music. Councillor Singh Gakhal, who 
helps organise the event each year, 
said the procession to Willenhall was a

Asbestos link to death 


A project manager described as hard¬ 
working and having a surreal sense of 
humour by his family died as a result 
of exposure to asbestos, an inquest 
heard. 

Former joiner Maurice Cook, of Pel- 
sail, died on February 12 at Walsall 
Manor Hospital after suffering from 
breathlessness. 

A post mortem found asbestos fibres 
and furring in his lungs. The cause of 
death was given as respiratory failure 
due to asbestosis, chronic pulmonary 
disease and hypertension. 

Giving evidence at the hearing held 


at Smethwick Council House, his 
daughter Jane Pothercary said her 
father had undergone medical tests 
in the months prior to his death, but 
these had not shown the condition. 

She said he was using oxygen at 
home to help with his breathing, but 
he was admitted to hospital in January 
when his condition deteriorated. 

At yesterday’s hearing, Black Coun¬ 
try Coroner Zafar Saddique recorded 
a conclusion that the 67-year-old, of 
Allens Lane, died due to industrial 
disease. 

Mrs Pothercary told him: “He was 


hardworking, conscientious and he 
had a bizarre sense of humour. Every¬ 
one commented on his jokes. He was 
kind, caring and considerate to others. 

“We just cannot believe that he has 
gone so quickly. It was a big shock to 
us. He had lots of tests done. He had 
started to get breathless. He’d always 
been a strong man, he was about six- 
foot tall and a big man, but not over¬ 
weight. Until recently he was fit.” 

Mr Saddique advised the family to 
consider seeking independent advice 
about making a claim for compensa¬ 
tion due to the asbestosis.

Losing £lOk in cab would 
have ended by business

“LOSING that money would 
have been the end of my bus¬ 
iness. I was physically sick.” 

These are the words of the man 
who left £10,000 in the back of a 
taxi in Walsall, which also includ¬ 
ed a lump sum from his late moth¬ 
er’s estate. 

Adrian Quinn said kind cabbie Mo¬ 
hammed Nisar, who kept the money 
safe and gave it him back, was now a 
‘friend for life’. 

A cancelled train on the fateful day 
a few weeks ago meant the 46-year-old 
used car dealer was running late for 
one of his regular business forays to 
British Car Auctions in Walsall from 
his home in Kilpeck, Hereford. 

When he arrived at the town station 
he was about an hour behind and did 
not have time to make his usual trip to 
the bank before the auction to deposit 
the money - so he took it with him in 
a rucksack. 

But seconds after Mr Nisar dropped 
him off in Green Lane at around a 
cost of £6.30, the awful truth dawned 
on Mr Quinn who realised the jour¬ 
ney could cost him a whole lot more. 
“I tried to flag another taxi but they 
all had fares. I was sick. My body just 
went into shut-down and I thought 
‘what am I going to do’.” 

He added losing thousands of 
pounds of business cash would have 
had grave consequences for his CQ 
Cars company which he runs with wife 
Maria. He said: “If that bag had of got 
lost it would have been the end of my 
business.” 

After eventually flagging down an¬ 
other cab father-of-three Mr Quinn ar¬ 
rived back at the station rank to find 
Mr Nisar sitting in his cab with the 
bag on the passenger seat. 

“I was very emotional. I said ‘Do 
you know what was in that bag? Put it 
this way it is not a box of sandwiches 
or a newspaper. There is £10,000 in 
there’.” Mr Quinn said he had given 
the cabbie a cash reward to thank him 
and had invited him and his wife to his 
Hereford home for a family meal.

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ELECTION ROUND-UP 


WALSALL has long been a 
hotbed of support for Labour 
in the town centre, with ar¬ 
dent backing of the Tories in 
the leafy suburbs. 

Both Labour candidates in Wal¬ 
sall North and Walsall South are 
defending small majorities. 

Here, it is widely tipped UKIP will 
be the main threat to toppling the sit¬ 
ting Labour MPs by appealing to disil¬ 
lusioned working class voters. 

In Aldridge-Brownhills, there is a 
new face looking to retain the seat for 
the Conservatives for the first time in 
nearly four decades - with Sir Richard 
Shepherd retiring. 

Walsall North is a seat which has 
been Labour for all but three years 
since 1955. 

But incumbent MP David Winnick 
is defending a small majority of just 
990. 

Birthday 

He has been the sitting MP for 36 
years and will be a month shy of his 
82nd birthday if elected. 

In 2010 the Conservatives came 
second with 34 per cent of the vote. 
If they can hold on to that it could be 
enough to win them the seat. 

The Conservative candidate, Doug¬ 
las Hansen-Luke, has been campaign¬ 
ing in the constituency for two years. 

He has been organising jobs fairs, 
arranging African exploration projects 
for schools and practically acting as 
the incumbent MP. 

The seat is 13th on the Tories’ list 
of target constituencies in terms of 
the smallest majorities to overturn. 
But that by no means will make it 
easy. 

The only time the Tories held the 
seat was for a three-year period fol¬ 
lowing the infamous John Stonehouse 
saga when the MP faked his death on 
November 20, 1974 to set up a new 
life in Australia where he was later 
caught, extradited and imprisoned for 
fraud. 

The loser in the resulting 1976 
by-election was Mr Winnick, who won 
the subsequent election in 1979. The 
big question is to which party the 
4,754 Liberal Democrat voters from 
2010 will migrate. 

Meanwhile, the Greens could hit

Mr Winnick too. Both Walsall North 
and Walsall South share the bulk of 
election issues. 

Skills and employment rank high, 
as well as the multi-million pound cuts 
made to local services by the council 
- including potential youth club clo¬ 
sures and cuts to children’s centres. 

Funding for the Manor Hospital - 
dealing with an influx of patients from 
Staffordshire - is also a priority. 

Libraries are safe - but for how 


much longer? Investment in job op¬ 
portunities at Phoenix 10 and the 
town centre regeneration will be piv¬ 
otal in bringing prosperity to an area 
where deprivation is fairly high. La¬ 
bour’s Valerie Vaz will be looking to 
increase her 39.7 per cent of the vote. 

Last time around the Conservatives 
were less than 2,000 votes behind La¬ 
bour. 

Their candidate this time is Sue Ar¬ 
nold, Deputy Police and Crime Com¬ 


missioner for Staffordshire, who grew 
up in the town and used to run a local 
newspaper. 

UKIP will be hoping for at least a 
third place finish and would hold the 
swing of power as to who wins. 

Aldridge-Brownhills is one of the 
safest Conservative seats, with York¬ 
shire farmer’s daughterWendy Mor¬ 
ton being handed the blue rosette. The 
consistency has a very strong Tory 
majority of 15,256. 


The closest Labour has got to win¬ 
ning the seat since 1974 was in 1997 
at the height of Blair Mania when 
Janos Toth, now Labour’s candidate 
in Cannock Chase, came within 2,500 
votes of dethroning Sir Richard. 

How their candidate John Fisher 
would love to be going into the elec¬ 
tion with the same levels of popularity 
Mr Blair did. 

The Manor House Youth Centre in 
Aldridge is one of 10 that will close 


under cuts from Walsall Council. The 
popular service has been running in 
the village for decades. 

The council has seen a power shift 
in the last year, with Labour becoming 
the biggest party, replacing a Conserv¬ 
ative-Liberal Democrat coalition. The 
Green candidate is Martyn Curzey, 
Ian Garrett is contesting the election 
for the Liberal Democrats, and Mark 
Beech is standing for the Monster 
Raving Loony Party.

Dr Beeching had been tasked with making savings and the axing of several 
lines made him unpopular with rail enthusiasts 


Why cutbacks put Dr Beeching on the 
wrong track with the rail enthusiasts 


DR Richard Beeching has a bad rep¬ 
utation among rail enthusiasts. His 
name has become a dirty word. 

On the back of his 1963 report ‘The Re¬ 
shaping of British Railways”, more com¬ 
monly known as the Beeching report, the 
government ripped up around a third of 
the national’s rail tracks. 

It was a move which devastated the network, 
costing 67,000 people their jobs and closing 
2,363 railway stations in the process. But much 
less widely known is Beeching’s second report, 
which marks its 50th anniversary in 2015. Just 
don’t expect to see rail enthusiasts celebrating. 

Entitled ‘The Development of the Major Rail¬ 
way Trunk Routes’ the report cemented much 
of what had been achieved by the earlier pub¬ 
lication and further concentrated future plans 
for the network around a handful of main lines. 

Between the two reports, the West Midlands 
was hit as hard as anywhere.

when he took over as chairman of the British 
Transport Commission in 1961. 

His strategy was to implement wholesale 
route closures in an attempt to concentrate 
resources on the core routes and close down 
those sections which were losing money. 

Inevitable 

So in the West Midlands, some of the clo¬ 
sures were inevitable. It emerged from Dr 
Beeching’s studies that the Windmill End 
station, just outside Dudley, had been used by 
just one passenger a day, and it was surely lit¬ 
tle wonder that the town’s three-mile Bumble 
Hole line was to close. But Beeching did not 
stop there. 

While most people expected that some of the 
smaller towns would lose their rail links, he 
proposed the closure of all passenger services 
to Dudley and Walsall. 


Dudley was one of the biggest communities 
in the country to be hit when its station at the 
bottom of Castle Hill was closed in July 1964. 

Walsall station managed to avoid the full 
force of the axe, but had its services drastically 
reduced with just one line being retained to 
Birmingham New Street. Cannock, Aldridge 
and Wednesbury would also lose their stations, 
along with Darlaston, West Bromwich and Great 
Bridge. 

Across the country 4,500 miles of railway 
tracks were put out of use. In their place motor¬ 
ways were being built at a rapid rate and the car 
was seen as the future. 

No longer would rural areas have immediate 
access to the rail network. In many places re¬ 
placement bus services were established, but few 
stood the test of time. 

It is often argued Dr Beeching took a nar¬ 
row-minded view of how money was generated 
on the rail network. 

David Williams, editor of the Severn Valley 
Railway News, explains: “His remit was to re¬ 
duce the deficit that the railways had at that 
time,” he said. “It has been said since that what 


he did was to cut off the bits around the core of 
the network. 

“The trouble was that those fed into the main 
system. What Beeching didn’t take into account 
was just that. 

“He had got a scientific background and not a 
background in the railways. He considered the 
lines and stations independently not the cumu¬ 
lative affect his measures would have. His view 
was a very narrow one.” 

The second Beeching report concentrated on 
stimulating traffic on the core routes. Rather 
than branch line closures it set out which sec¬ 
tions of the main line would be developed, and 
which would not. 

Dr Beeching felt the “bloated” network was a 
legacy from the private foundations of the rail¬ 
ways that was no longer cost-effective. 

His conclusion was that of 7,500 miles of 
‘trunk’ railway only 3,000 miles “should be se¬ 
lected for future development” and invested in. 

It resulted in traffic being routed along nine 
lines. 

Dr Beeching estimated it would save between 
£50-£100m.

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New Era is key to town 
heritage centre's future

Saved children's centre in 
new start under relaunch 


AN historic lock firm is lend¬ 
ing its support to a heritage 
centre unlocking the indus¬ 
try’s past in a Black Country 
town. 

Era, based in Willenhall for 
more than a century, has awarded 
an undisclosed ‘generous’ sum to 
the town’s Grade II listed Lock¬ 
smith’s House.

The number of people booking vis¬ 
its overall last year, despite sell-out 
crowds for one-off events, such as, 
National Heritage Open Days last 
September and Edwardian Christmas 
evenings. Last summer The Lock¬ 
smith’s House was opened on one Sat¬ 
urday every month for the first time. 


A CHILDREN’S centre that was saved 
from closure due to council spending 
cuts has relaunched with a new name. 

Pheasey Park Children’s Centre 
Nursery is no longer operated by Wal¬ 
sall Council and was taken over on 
April 1 by the adjoining school of the 
same name. Day care facilities are con¬ 
tinuing at the site in Wimperis Way. 

Walsall Council closed its operations 
at the children’s centre on March 31. 
All affiliated Surestart activities have 
also ceased at the premises. 

Children’s centre manager Barbara 
Butlin said: “We want all the parents 
to know that we are not closing as was 
first feared. The day care service is still 


up and running. We have been here 
for more than 20 years and we are not 
going anywhere.” Pheasey Park Farm 
Primary School head Sally Lanni said 
she was over the moon that many of 
the services would continue. 

“Children can start with us from 0 
years upwards and stay until they are 
11. Most of our children then go to 
Barr Beacon School which is our main 
feeder secondary that is recognised by 
Ofsted as ‘outstanding’. 

“The nursery has been described 
as highly effective in all aspects of its 
work and the excellent work across the 
school and children’s centre has been 
commended by Ofsted.”

Faults led to M6 

fourth lane being 
shut to motorists 


THE fourth lane of the M6 was 
shut to Midlands motorists on 
more than 70 days last year be¬ 
cause of technology faults, it has 
emerged. 

The extra lane opens up at busy 
times to ease congestion between junc¬ 
tions eight at West Bromwich and 10a 
at Essington. 

But from January 1 to December 31 
there were 74 days where it was out of ac¬ 
tion, ranging from up to nine hours to less 
than a minute. The figures released under 
the Freedom of Information Act show there 
were 141 technology faults reported, with 
the most being in May. But some of these 
applied to the same problems but on a dif¬ 
ferent stretch of the main section which 
carries around 160,000 drivers a day. 


The extra lane system, which works with 
cameras and signs, was brought in between 
the junctions in 2011 as part of a £150 mil¬ 
lion managed motorways scheme. 

The cost of repairing the problems has 
not been revealed by the Highways Agency 
who say it is part of a maintenance contract. 

Work to reduce congestion as part of a 
£87.5m ‘smart motorways’ project is also 
being carried out between junctions 10 and 
13 in Staffordshire. There are also plans to 
revamp the main M6 junction 10 island at 
Walsall under a £60m scheme. Lanes going 
over the motorway will be increased from 
two to four under proposals to rebuild the 
bridges and improve traffic flow. 

The ambitious project also involves wid¬ 
ening the M6 slip roads and improving the 
Wolverhampton Road and Bloxwich Lane 
junction. 


-Worst for 
congestion 
in region 

A STRETCH of the M6 is 
the most congested road in 
the West Midlands, accord¬ 
ing to new research. 

The section from the M54 
interchange down to Junc¬ 
tion 7 Great Barr is the 
worst for jams in the region. 

In second place, based 
on research by traffic firm 
TomTom, was the A38m 
Aston Expressway, while 
the M42 from J2 Hop wood 
Park to the Junction 7 M6 
Interchange was third on 
the list. 

Other nightmare routes 
include the A5 Watling 
Street from the Stafford¬ 
shire border with Shrop¬ 
shire to Brownhills along 
with the A454 Black Coun¬ 
try Route from Pleck Road, 
Walsall, to Bilston Road, 
Willenhall. 

The southbound stretch 
of the M6 passing through 
Junction 10 Walsall was 
found to be the slowest 
highway in the West Mid¬ 
lands.

IF The Fox had a trophy cabinet, 
it would look something like the 
one Sir Alex Ferguson filled dur¬ 
ing his tenure at Man Utd. 

In recent years, The Fox at Chet¬ 
wynd Aston, Newport has enjoyed 
wins from five respected guide books. 

Since 2007, it’s featured in the Good Pub 
Guide, winning its County Dining Pub of 
the Year more times than any restaurant 
ought. 

It’s a perennial feature of the AA Pub 
Guide, it never misses a spot in the Good 
Beer Guide, Alastair Sawday rates it as 
though it had some sort of divine right and 
even Michelin has included it in its listing 
for the UK’s best pubs. 

They say that when you find a success¬ 
ful recipe, you ought to bottle it. Not that 
that advice has reached The Fox. They tend

to bottle ales, fine wines and a deliciously 
fruity juice called Bumbleberry. Recipes are 
saved for the kitchen. 

The Fox is part of the Brunning and Price 
group, which also owns The Armoury, in 
Shrewsbury. It’s one of the region’s finest 
pub groups, coupling decent, generous¬ 
ly-portioned food at affordable prices and 
an impressive selection of drinks with good 
standards of service. The quality of both 
food and service at The Fox is resolutely 
high. 

It’s been the foodie equivalent of some 
sort of 21st century winning machine, 
notching up success after success as it con¬ 
tinues to out-gun, out-run and out-strip the 
competition. 

I’m not convinced with the Good Pub 
Guide’s adjudication that it’s the very best 


dining pub in Shropshire - I can think of 
others where food is of a higher quality - 
but it certainly deserves its recognition. It 
is undoubtedly one of the very best. 

The Fox is a large Edwardian-style pub 
with a mix of quiet nooks and crannies, 
bright sunny rooms and a busy central bar. 

During weekends, high days and holi¬ 
days, its largest vaulted room leads out onto 
a south-facing terrace, with views over the 
gently-rolling countryside and wooded hills 
beyond. 

Strengths 

When my friend and I visited, our 
thoughts couldn’t have been further from 
al fresco dining on summery afternoons. 
We met for dinner a deux on a decidedly 
chilly evening, when the wind was blowing 
a hooley. 

One of the key strengths of The Fox is its 


staff. Overwhelmingly well-mannered and 
polite, they are well-drilled and pay atten¬ 
tion to detail at all times. Despite the invar¬ 
iable rush at the bar, they remain relatively 
unflustered and their youthful exuberance 
and energy transmits itself to diners. 

It’s a classy operation. But the food is 
my favourite part. And on my most recent 
visit, it didn’t disappoint. The Fox isn’t at 
the standards of, say, a Michelin Bib Gour¬ 
mand venue. Nor is it particularly finessed. 
It does, however, offer an innovative and 
creative selection of seasonal food at rea¬ 
sonable prices. 

It’s no surprise that The Fox notches 
up accolades like a lothario adding notches 
to a bedpost. It consistently achieves high 
standards, provides a great environment for 
meeting-and-eating and a menu that offers 
more than same-same-staples like fish-and- 
chips, or lasagne with garlic bread.

The day of execution 
arrives for Tommy 


o far, 2015 is shaping up to be 
a good year for period 
dramas, whether it’s BBC 
Two’s prestigious adaptation of Wolf 
Hall, or viewers swooning over the 
shirtless scything action in Poldark. 

Banished, which follows the first 
prisoners sent to Australia in 1788 
and their battle to survive, hasn’t 
made quite so many headlines. 
However, as we reach the final 
episode this week, it has offered 
plenty of drama and, as you’d 
expect given its premise and the 
fact that it was written by Cracker 
creator Jimmy McGovern, plenty of 
grit. 

Actor Julian Rhind-Tutt, who stars 
as convict Tommy Barrett, certainly 
seems glad that Banished hasn’t 
gone in for the pristine costumes 
and sweeping romance of some 
other dramas - for a start, it meant 
he was cast again type. 

He’s explains: “It was a very 
interesting opportunity to play a 
convict. Tommy is more of a manly 
man than any role I’ve had the 
chance to play recently. I’ve been 
playing aristocratic people, 


politicians, advisors, people like that. 
But Sita [Williams], our producer 
who I worked with 15 years ago 
kindly remembered that there are 
other areas that we might like to 
explore, and so she thought it would 
be interesting for me to have a look 
at Tommy Barrett.” 

In fact it seems just being on the 
set was an education: “I read that 
they sent these 700-odd people and 
300 soldiers out to Australia with 
only six scythes. And with that they 
were expected to start their own 
agricultural community. There is, of 
course, a valid historical opinion that 
the authorities didn’t really care that 
much about what happened to 
them. 

“But what struck me most often as 
I stood on the set - surrounded by 
only a small collection of tawdry 
canvas tents and the most basic 
amenities to survive - was how 
swiftly and miraculously today’s 
modern metropolis of Sydney has 
evolved.” 

Rhind-Tutt even picked up a few 
new survival skills of his own to put 
on his CV. He says: ‘To a full driving 


licence and scuba diving I’ll be 
adding ‘axe work’ - I had excellent 
training from some real Australian 
men, and I can now split kindling 
wood with some degree of efficiency. 

“I can also say I have worked with 
leeches. It’s the moment where they 
actually suck the blood and engorge 
themselves that you have to get 
over psychologically, but I tried it in 
good heart as part of our many 
adventures there.” 

But will he get to put those skills to 
use if Banished comes back for a 
second series? 

It’s not looking promising, as 
Tommy shares a tender embrace 
with his wife Elizabeth on the 
morning of his hanging. They are 
aware it could be their last moments 
together, but not everyone is ready 
to give up hope, as James Freeman 
pleads with the Governor to spare 
his friend’s life, and the Reverend 
Johnson prevails upon Private 
Buckley to forgive his attacker. 
However, it’s Spragg who’s taking 
the most direct action as he fires up 
the convicts to make it clear how 
they feel about the execution...

DRIVETIME 


Autonomous 
driving now 
even closer 

By James Parker 

Autonomous driving has been much in 
the news recently but it’s nothing new - 
Mercedes-Benz have been developing it for 
years. 

The marque has demonstrated a commitment to 
autonomous driving for 30 years and now an auton¬ 
omous future is closer than it has ever been before 
with a range of semi-autonomous technology availa¬ 
ble across the line-up. 

This semi-autonomous technology - under the ban¬ 
ner ‘Intelligent Drive’ - is available across the range from 
C-Class to S-Class. 

Examples include DISTRONIC PLUS with Steering Assist 
and Stop&Go Pilot - the vehicle automatically brakes and 
accelerates based on the car in front and can even follow 
the car ahead without any steering input from the driver, 
whilst Active Parking Assist with PARKTRONIC helps detect 
suitable parking spaces and can automatically manoeuvre 
the vehicle into the space. 

While this technology brings Mercedes one step closer 
to an autonomous future this mobility revolution has to take 
place in a series of steps. 

Despite this Mercedes-Benz has demonstrated auton¬ 
omous driving capabilities since 1985 with the EURE- 
KA-PROMETHEUS research project, S 500 INTELLIGENT 
DRIVE and F 015 Luxury in Motion. 

1985 

Daimler-Benz and a group of European Manufacturers 
kick-started the research into autonomous cars with the 
EUREKA-PROMETHEUS research project (Project for Eu¬ 
ropean Traffic with Highest Efficiency and Unprecedented 
Safety). 

The project - over an eight-year period - addressed is¬ 
sues surrounding the future of mobility and suggested 
ways to improve vehicle safety, efficiency and traffic flow. 
The result was the VITA-vehicle (Vision Technology Applica¬ 
tion) which used miniature video cameras behind the front 
and rear windscreens to capture the traffic around the vehi¬ 
cle enabling it to brake, accelerate and steer accordingly. 
The origins of a broad range of innovations, such as lane- 
change, parking assistance and navigation systems can all 
be traced back to this research project. 

1995 

An S-Class prototype test vehicle -equipped with an early 
supercomputer - travelled from Munich to Copenhagen al¬ 
most entirely autonomously on motorways and was able to 
change lanes, overtake and keep a safe distance from the 
vehicle ahead. 

As a result of this prototype in 1998 Distronic adaptive 
cruise control entered production in the S-Class. From this 
technology Mercedes-Benz was able to develop a succes¬ 
sion of assistance systems capable of detecting hazardous 
situations, warning the driver and intervening. 

2010 

A broad range of driver assistance system were intro¬ 
duced in 2010 - now under the banner ‘Intelligent Drive’ 
- enabling vehicles to detect many hazardous situations 
and react as the situation demands. This includes; Collision 
Prevention Assist - standard across the range, Active Blind 
Spot Assist - the system detects a vehicle in the driver’s 
blind spot and, by means of one-sided braking can reduce 
the risk of collision, Active Lane Keeping Assist - which 
works with ESP to pull the vehicle back into its lane if the 
driver unintentionally crosses the lane marking and Active 
Parking Assist - which uses electromechanical direct steer¬ 
ing to navigate the vehicle into a parking space. 

2013 

In 2013, Mercedes-Benz demonstrated that autonomous 
driving is already possible, even in complex traffic. The 
close-to-production Mercedes-Benz S 500 INTELLIGENT 
DRIVE completed a 62-mile journey from Mannheim to 
Pforzheim fully autonomously using production-based sen¬ 
sors - following the route taken in 1888 by Bertha Benz on 
the first ever long-distance car journey. 

2015 

With the F 015 Luxury in Motion (Pictured above in San 
Fransico), Mercedes-Benz demonstrates what form ‘Intelli¬ 
gent Drive’ might take in the future. 

The car’s role is evolving from merely a means of trans¬ 
port towards a comfortable place for passengers to utilise 
their new-found free time. The electric-hybrid system has a 
total range of 684-miles and can operate in manual or au¬ 
tonomous modes. 

The driver is connected to the outside world via a choice 
of six screens integrated throughout the interior, controlled 
via eye-tracking, gesture recognition or touch. This auton¬ 
omous concept car is based on a future scenario - ‘Vision 
2030+’ - where the already limited space in today’s cities 
becomes more restricted and autonomous driving is social¬ 
ly accepted. 

A major part of everyday trips will be covered in auton¬ 
omous mode - creating a new driving culture - freeing up 
time for the driver and creating a retreat for passengers. _

Sure-footed 
when going 
gets tough

SEAT’S latest model is certainly different: it’s 
the first car I’ve ever driven that’s fitted with 
an altimeter! 

Another gadget for drivers, or an indication that the 
Spanish company is currently one of the real high-fli¬ 
ers in the car world? 

Its UK sales were up 18 per cent last year - well above the 
national average - thanks in no small part to the much-ad¬ 
mired Leon. 

The family hatchback was joined last year by the sporting 
Cupra then the ST compact estate and sales really took off. 

Now there’s another new version, the X-Perience: a ‘life¬ 
style’ estate based on the ST but with the addition of the VW 
Group’s proven Haldex four-wheel drive system. 

It also heralds the launch next year of a new to SEAT 
range of SUVs, due to arrive here next year, which are likely 
to be based on similar underpinnings. 

The altimeter, of course, is a bit of a gimmick. It’s part of 
a digital display which pops up on the Satnav screen, along 
with a compass, when you venture off-road where there are 
no roads to display. 

Since the ST is already a popular model, things are 
looking good for SEAT’S dealers as there is not too much 
competition in this particular class. One of those rivals, for 
example, is available only with a 2.5 litre petrol engine (and 
costs more) while the X-Perience comes with a choice of two 
economical diesels. Both are 2.0 litre turbocharged units, a 
150PS version with six-speed manual gearbox and the up¬ 
rated 184PS engine reserved for cars with the VW Group’s 
brilliant DSG automatic/manual transmission. 

There are two trim levels, with prices ranging from £24,385 
to £28,870. 

While it is a 4x4, the X-Perience isn’t designed as a serious 
mud-plugger but more of a softroader, intended for those 
who’s work or play requires the occasional off-road foray 
such as forestry tracks. 

Recognising that, it has 15mm extra ground clearance 
over the standard ST but the ‘4Drive’ system as SEAT calls 
it is the latest incarnation of the Haldex system which is en¬ 
tirely automatic and helps to keep you safe on road in all 
types of weather. 

Essentially all the power goes to the front wheels in nor¬ 
mal conditions but under heavy load, or in slippery condi¬ 
tions such as mud, gravel, ice and snow, up to 50 per cent 
of the torque is transferred to the rear. Then the dynamic 
stability and traction control decide whether there is more 
grip under the left or right wheels. You can actually feel it in 
action on the loose surface of the forest tracks, pushing the 
car round the corners to counteract understeer. 

SEAT’S engineers have found a good compromise with 
the suspension and damping, so while the car feels quite 
dynamic on twisty B-roads you don’t get your teeth rattled 
when you do venture onto the rough stuff. Both engines 
are quiet, too. Despite their differences in output, though, 
both are capable of averaging 57.6mpg with a C02 rating 
of 129g/km. 

The 150PS version is pretty quick, tackling the 0 to 62mph 
dash in 8.7 seconds while the uprated version with the DSG 
gearbox is even quicker, at an impressive 7.1 seconds. 

The DSG, dual clutch transmission is a fast and ‘intelli¬ 
gent’ way of changing gears which, in my opinion, is supe¬ 
rior to older torque converter autos - the figures illustrate 
that - and for enthusiastic drivers also allows for ultra quick 
manual changes, using ‘paddles’ behind the steering wheel. 

The combination of higher powered engine and DSG 
adds around £2,500 to the showroom price, which might 
seem quite a jump but it also comes in the model with the 
highest standard equipment levels 

Like the award-winning family hatchback, on which it is 
based, it has plenty of room for five but with the addition of a 
rear cargo area for extra versatility. It holds at impressive 587 
litres of luggage with five on board - more than many big 
saloons - extending to 1,470 litres with all three rear seats 
folded flat. Roof rails add to its load-carrying ability. 

As the new X-Perience sits alongside the sporty Cupra as 
the flagship of the Leon range, equipment levels are impres¬ 
sive, too. Alloy wheels, cruise control, climate control, tinted 
rear windows, touch screen infotainment system and rear 
parking sensors are standard, as well as all the usual items 
such as electric windows and mirrors. 

For safety there are seven airbags and a full range of 
electronic stability and traction systems, plus an electronic 
differential lock and ‘hill hold’ control. 

The higher grade, dubbed SE Technology, gets bigger al¬ 
loys, additions to the infotainment package including touch 
screen controls, DAB radio plus satnav, LED headlights, 18- 
inch alloys, and front sports seats in alcantara and leather, 

And, oh be joyful, there’s a real spare wheel. Those of you 
who have had a puncture and whose car is supplied with a 
foam inflator kits instead of a spare will know what I mean. 

The interior of the X-Perience is a relaxing place to be. 
Roomy, quiet and comfortable with easy performance will 
be features familiar to anyone who has driven the hugely 
popular hatchback, but with the extra versatility of an estate 
which will add to the appeal for family or business users. 

But it also adds the reassurance of a proven four wheel 
drive system which adds little weight and doesn’t sap per¬ 
formance for those times when the going gets tough, wheth¬ 
er it’s winter weather, a muddy camp site or gymkhana field.

Instead those fears remain and have intensified 
despite a display that was, compared to the two 
which preceded it at Chesterfield and at Wembley, a 
step in the right direction. 

That is because the Saddlers, for whatever reason, 


have forgotten how to score. Jordan Cook alone had 
enough chances to win several games but squan¬ 
dered them all, lobbing over in the opening seconds 
from a great position and then hitting post and bar 
from point-blank range within the space of a minute 
midway through the second half. 

At such moments it it tough not to have sympathy 
with Smith, yet he must take overall responsibility 
for a record of just four goals in the last 11 games. 

The most damning statistic is that, for all their 
dominance, it was the Saddlers’ own keeper who was 
forced to make the most memorable saves. 

Richard O’Donnell, in his 100th game for the club, 
preserved a point when he kept out efforts from 


Liam Noble and Gary Jones late on. The nerves 
swirling around the Banks’s at kick-off could have 
been eased within 26 seconds of the start as Cook 
missed a great chance to put the Saddlers ahead. 

A dreadful back header by defender Haydn Hollis 
put the home forward clear on goal but his lob beat 
the post as well as keeper Roy Carroll. 

The chances continued to come and go in the sec¬ 
ond half, only in more agonising fashion. 

James Chambers saw a free header from a corner 
somehow deflect wide of the post before a mad min¬ 
ute midway through the half in which Cook - three 
times - was inches away from putting them ahead.
